We observe the ordinance of the Lord's Supper 
each Sunday, as was the custom of the early 
disciples. We urge all Christians to join with us in 
participating in this observance. 

We practise immersion as the mode of Christian 
baptism. We do not practise other forms of 
baptism because it seems to us more fitting to fol¬ 
low the example of Jesus, who was Himself im¬ 
mersed in the River Jordan. The early disciples 
practised only immersion as Christian baptism. 
Immersion furnishes a far more beautiful and 
significant symbolism of the death, burial and re¬ 
surrection of Christ Jesus. Immersion is the only 
mode of baptism recognized as valid by all Christ¬ 
ian communions. We can see no value in practis¬ 
ing a less significant mode when a more significant 
and universally recognized form is available. We 
do not presume to criticise those who choose to 
practise other modes of baptism. We simply con¬ 
fine our own observance to that form which to us 
seems most fitting. 

We do not baptize infants, since we regard 
baptism as symbolic of a conscious choice of 
allegiance to the Lord JeSus, which, of course, an 
infant is not capable of making. We prefer to 
dedicate infants to the service of the Lord. 

We have no church creed or discipline to which 
members must subscribe. The only question asked 
of applicants for church membership is, “Do you 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God, and 
do you accept Him as your Saviour?" Upon con¬ 
fession of faith in Jesus and submission to Christian 
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sometimes known as the Church of Christ, some¬ 
times as Disciples of Christ, sometimes as the 
Christian Church. 

We have a total membership of nearly a million 
and a half members in the United States. We have 
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that of truly witnessing for Him. 
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baptism, the applicant is immediately received into 
the Church, without any delay for a period of 
probation. 

Each local Church of Christ is self-governing and 
wholly independent of all other churches or 
agencies in the management of its own affairs. The 
officers of the church are elected annually by the 
members of the church. 

We believe profoundly in the union of God's 
people and that it is a sin for the churches to be 
divided and antagonistic. The nature of our task 
demands that the Church present a united front 
against the forces of evil. 

This local church is known as The Home-Like 
Church, and we are seeking to make it all that this 
name implies. If you desire to make the simple 
confession of faith in Jesus as Lord and to serve 
Him, or if previously you have been identified with 
some other communion and at present have no 
church-home and desire to be affiliated with us on 
the simple and democratic basis as herein outlined.

This nation wide celebration is the outgrowth of a conference 
in Washington called by Secretary of the Interior Lane.
